Allium  acuminatum,  native,  6 
inches  high  with  a  rose-pink 
bloom.  Bulbs  available  from 
July  to  Sept.  Ea.

Allium  fallax,  18  inches  high 
with  lilac-pink  bloom.  Avail¬ 
able  Oct.  1.  Each  5c,  Doz.  50c 

Delphinium  leonardi,  native,  4 
to  6  inches  high  with  many 
purple  flowers  with  a  white 
eye.  Occasionally  a  pink  or 
white  one.  A  mass  of  these 
is  quite  striking.  Available 
July  to  Sept.  Ea.  5c;  doz.  50c 

Calochortus  eurocarpus,  native, 
has  one  large  basal  leaf  and  a 
slender  stem  12  to  15  inches 
high  and  umbel  of  white  flow¬ 
ers.  Each  petal  has  a  blotch 
of  purple  in  center.  Available 
July  to  Oct.  Each  5c.  Doz.  50c 

Erythronium  grandiflorum,  na¬ 
tive.  Has  miniature  recurved 
yellow  lilies  on  stems  6  to  10 
inches  high.  Leaves  are  plain 
green.  Available  July  to  Sept. 
Each  7c;  Doz.  75c. 

Fritillaria  pudica,  native.  4  to 
6  inches  high  with  1  to  6  nod¬ 
ding  bells  1  1-4  to  1  1-2  inches 
long  of  pure  gold  color. 

Olsynium  grandiflorum,  native. 
Grows  much  like  “blue-eyed 
grass”  but  foliage  dies  down 
after  blooming.  Grows  in 
every  respect  like  Sisyrinchi¬ 
um  or  blue-eyed  grass  except 
that  flowers  are  shades  of 
pink  with  occasionally  one  of 
of  pure  white  or  purple.  The 
flowers  are  much  larger  than 
Sisyrinchium,  an  inch  across 
and  bloom  a  month  earlier. 
Available  July  to  September. 
Clump  15c;_Doz.  $1.50. 

Mertensia  horneri,  native,  is  a 
little  beauty  from  4  to  6  in¬ 
ches  high,  with  single  stems 
having  umbel  of  flowers  of  a 
deeper  blue  than  Mertensia 
virginica.  Available  in  July 
and  August.  These  are  hard 
to  collect.  15c  ea.  Doz.  $1.50. 


Viola  beckwithi,  native,  3  in¬ 
ches  high  with  lavender  and 
purple  or  white  and  purple 
bloom.  Foliage  more  finely 
cut  than  Viola  pedata.  Avail¬ 
able  July  to  September.

Taraxia  heterantha  taraxifolia 
native.  This  has  a  basal  foli¬ 
age  much  like  a  dandelion, 
with  two  inch  flower  stems 
which  have  yellow  flowers 
similar  to  Evening  Prinrose, 
to  which  family  they  belong. 
Ideal  for  rockery,  and  blooms 
from  spring  until  frost.  Avail¬ 
able  September  and  October.
